To the inhabitants of the town of Newton, in the county 
of Rockingham, in said state, qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said town, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 

2. To choose a Town Clerk. 

3. To choose three Selectmen. 

4. To choose all other necessary officers. 

5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges the ensuing year, to pay the town debt 
and make appropriations of the same. 

6. ‘To vote how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools in addition to the amount 
required to be raised by law. 

7. To see if the town will reconsider the vote to have 
the highway tax in money and vote to have a labor tax. 

8. To choose a road Commissioner. 

g. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
Memorial purposes. 

10. To see if the town will vote to elect a board of library 
trustees and appropriate the money necessary to secure the 
gift of one hundred dollars worth of books from the state. 

11. To see if the town will vote to remiburse Hervey N. 
Gould, the amount of three hundred and seventy-seven dollars 
and eighty-nine cents, paid to the town under protest. 

12. To transact all other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


In summing up the school work of the year, we can re- 
port a good degree of interest anda very creditable advance- 
ment in the studies pursued. In the school at ‘*Rowe’s Cor- 
ner’ a happy state of harmony exists between teachers and 
pupils, which is a great aid in securing good attendance and 
progress in study. The school observed Arbor day by plant- 
ing trees and flowers in the School House lot, and very inter- 
esting exercises in reading, speaking,.etc., were highly appre- 
ciated by a good number of visitors. The citizens of this dis- 
trict took the lead in furnishing a school house flag. 


Some of the finest scholars in town are to be found in the 
Hoyt school, and they deserve especial mention for skill in 
map drawing, one lad in particular shows marked talent in 
that direction. The Junction school has suffered from the 
necessity of having a different teacher each term. We notea 
more than usual interest in the study of geography, and that 
more older pupils are in attendance than in any other school in 
town consequently higher branches of study are pursued. 


The Peaslee school having so few scholars, each class 
was so small, there was no opportunity for arousing the ambi-. 
tion of one pupil to excel the others in the class, but very 
good progress was made in the studies pursued. 


The Village school has enjoyed a prosperous year and the 
improvement in study and conduct has been gratifying. We 
were very much pleased with the written examinations at the 
close of the winter term. Near the close of the summer term 
the scholars solicited the funds and purchased a flag and _ staff. 
After interesting exercises in speaking and singing by the 
school, the flag was raised in the presence of a large number of 
visitors. The collection for the flag was so ample that enough 
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was left to pay for the grading of the school yard and the dis- 
trict has now $5.29 on hand. 


In addition to the studies prescribed by law in the Hoyt 
and Village schools, Algebra has been studied and there has 
been a class in Physical Geography and Algebra in the Junc- 
tion school. 


In conclusion the school board have somewhat to say to 
the citizens of Newton, severally and collectively : After a per- 
sonal acquaintance with the several schools of our town, and 
much thought concerning ways and means of making them the 
most benefit to those taught, we are convinced that a school of 
a higher grade, located where it will be most convenient for all 
sections of the town, is an imperative need at the present time. 
We are aware that the Sup’t. Com. and school board have 
mildly suggested this need each year for a whole generation 
past, excepting the years of ’$2 and ’83, when we had a good 
school at the town hall, supported in part by the town and in 
part by tuition. Our increasing population, and the great ac- 
tivity of the present age, demand that a more adequate pro- 
vision be made for educating our sons and daughters to fill 
creditable positions in the world. During the past year eleven 
of our youth have attended school in neighboring towns, the 
cost of which would have greatly aided in maintaining a school 
at home, and more than three times that number who have at- 
tended our schools would have made more rapid progress in 
study under more favorable conditions. Aside from the fact 
that no teacher can do justice to a mixed school of 50 or more 
there are other equally good reasons-why an advance should be 
made; when pupils have reached the age of 12 or more, they 
need different methods of government and instruction than do 
those of a primary school. A small class studying the highest 
branches taught in a District school have not the stimulous of a 
healthful emulation which would prevail were the classes from 
each school in town gathered together. Again, many parents 
would be glad to have their children in school, after they have 
completed the common school course, who are unable to pay 
the cost of sending them out of town. Each taxpayer would 
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be indirectly benefitted by such a school, as good educational 

privileges render any town a more desirable place to live in. 
Finally, we most respectfully urge each citizen to consider 

this subject, and to vote a larger sum of money for-school pur- 


poses this year than in former years.
